In particular, the Shartash Station 
(No. 5 above) is shown on the other map as being 
in about the position of No. 3 above, This is 
Logical in view of the fact thet Shartash is east 
of the factory and the position given above would 
make a connection to Shartash from this station 
impossible, However, the lay-out of the factory 
grounds is possibly true, 
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
